English Needs 
Good Teaching 



Addressing the Literature Society 
in Room 13 in the Arts Building 
this afternoon at 3 p.m, Allan Tal- 
bot a former president of the 
Society will attempt to outline a 
method whereby an actual love of 
English may be Instilled into the 
youthful student, "Why ,?Literature 
is hated" will be his topic and 
as the successful solution of this 
problem means a lower mortality 
rate in English 2, Mr. Talbot's ad- 
dress is expected to prove of great 
interest. 

The speaker who has a back- 
ground of many years as a teacher 
of English will include in bis dis- 
cussion a resume of the teaching 
of Literature in. schools, high- 
schools and colleges noting the 
recent changes in the Quebec curri- 
cula.

IJPHOLDING the affirmative of 
^ the resolution, "Resolved That 
Women Should Be Admitted Into 
the Faculty of Engineering," Meade 
Wright and Edwin Jess, of first 
year, defeated .Tack French and Rys 
Floud. of second year, in a debate 
held yesterday afternoon under the 
auspices of the Engineering Debat- 
ing Committee. Ted Dunphy was 
chairman, and Dr. Ross was the 
senior judge of the debate. 

Opening the argument for the af- 
firmative Wright stressed the fact 
that women were naturally equal 
to nien, and that their inherent 
neatness and accuracy is an invalu- 
able asset to an engineering stu- 
dent. The admission of women to 
engineering has proved successful 
at other great universities notably 
the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology. 

French was the first speaker for 
the negative and based his argu- 
ment on the fact that industrial 
conditions were unfavorable to the 
practice of the engineering profes- 
sion by women. Jess contended that 
the barring of women from engi- 
neering was undemocratic, that wo- 
men were quick thinking and alert 
and are bound, to be a credit to 
the engineering profession. 

Ploud pointed out that in Toron- 
to where women are admitted into 
engineering there are no applicants 
from Montreal. 

In concluding the case for the 
affirmative, Wright declared, that 
women would improve habits in the 
engineering building, and their ad- 
mission to the faculty was well 
worth a try.

'pHE McGill commission to_ inves- 
tigate the relations* of students 
with trade unionism held the sec- 
ond in their series of open meetings 
to discuss this subject yesterday in 
the Arts Building. The meeting 
was officially opened by Neville 
Wykes, and' various aspècfs lir the 
subject were treated. 

Trade unionism among the pro- 
fessional and white collar classes 
formed an important part . of the 
discussion, and many theories were 
advanced as to the various forms 
it might assume. Included in this 
class are doctors, lawyers, teachers, 
clerks, and technicians. Naturially 
the reasons for the formation of 
such organizations would differ 
widely from those in the* present 
industrial unions. A theory was ad- 
vanced that in the case of doctors 
it might take the form of sponsor- 
ing a mild form of what is now 
known as socialization of medicine. 
The main point under considera- 
tion was how much organization 
would affect the position of the 
undergraduate studying at a uni- 
versity. 

Another point to be considered 
in this case is whether such unions 
would be merely a professional so- 
ciety, or it each of the professions 
would unite, forming a separate 
unit by themselves. In either case 
the university student must, of ne- 
cessity find some alteration of his 
present position. 

Arrangements were made to con- 
sult various sources of information 
in the form of statistics issued by 
Ottawa and Waishington in an ef- 
fort to determine the effect the 
f Continued on Pag^.Four.)

Dr. Oskar Trautmann was 
reported today. He was said to 
have requested an audience with 
General Chiang Kai-shek. In Mus- 
solini's own ■ paper it was made 
clear yesterday that Italy is com- 
pletely in favor of Berlin's action. 

The motives for Germany's de- 
sire for peace in the Orient are 
reported to be first, the present 
conflict in the East is weakening 
Japan^s usefulness as an ally; and 
second, the possibility of a com- 
plete victory by Japan which might 
seriously prejudice Germany's 
economic interests in China. 

Germany's bid for a mediation is 
said to have come at a propitious 
lime, since Japan's financial and 
economic interests are reported to 
be in no condition to advocate a 
winter campaign in China. From 
Chinese sources it is believed that 
there is a possibility that Japan 
may lessen its earlier demands. ' 



LOCAL 

jl«ONTREAL.— The Island of An- 
*''"ticosti, in the Gulf of St. Law- 
rence, owned by the Consolidated 
Paper Corporation, may be sold 
shortly to a group of Dutch and 
German capitalists, depending on 
the results of a survey by German 
experts. The purchasers would 
build a sulphite pulp mill, with a 
capacity of 200,000 tons and afford- 
ing employment to some 2,000 men. 

The negotiations for the sale are 
being conducted through à local 
financier, who refuses to discuss the 
matter of the purchase price. Since 
the island is said to have cost 
initially $6,500,000, it is believed 
that the final price agreed upon will 
be well above this amount. 

Among the group of .technicians 
surveying the Island are Dr. Agatz, 
the harbor expert, M. Schueler, the 
forester, and Captain Mueller, the 
navigation expert. 

The Island of Anticosti is 135 
miles long and 35 miles wide. It 
was discovered in 1534 by Jacques 
Cartier and has an interesting place 
in 'the annals of history, ■ • 



FRENCH 

pARIS.— French Foreign Minister 
Yvon Delbos leaves tomorrow to 
get a promise of alliance with 
Poland, Rumania, Yugoslavia, and 
Czechoslovakia. He also intends to 
assuage the fears of the four. powers 
that Great Britain will leave East- 
ern Europe to German/.. 

The French Foreign Minister will 
in addition sound out the leaders 
of the four nations on the plan of 
a pact between Great Britain. 
France, Italy . and other smaller 
countries. France is not completely 
in favor with this plan because of 
the exclusion of Soviet Russia. 

Delbos will be the first to visit 
his countory's eastern allfes since 
1934, when his predecessor 'vyas as- 
sassinated in Yugoslavia. It is rum- 
ored that Britain and France would 
sound Austria and Czechoslovakia 
on their willingness to make certain 
concessions to Germany. 

Thé Foreign Minister must also 
visit many other smaller countries

^miillPEG— Hon. Stuart Garson, 

provincial treasurer of the 
province of Manitoba, declared be; 
fore the Royal Commission on DO' 
minion-Provincial Relations that 
the events in the Prairie Provinces 
during the last five years prove 
that the financial arrangements of 
Confederation do not function prop 
erly. "At present the reasonable 
minimum of education, public wel 
fare and other social services, wai 
either not being, attained in Manl 
toba or was in jeopardy if the pro' 
vincial financial position is not im- 
proved," declared Mr. Garson. 

To prove this he- pointed out that 
the four western provinces had to 
borrow $127,000,000 from the Do- 
minion treasury as their only 
source of money for relief. In sum- 
marizing he stated that the plan 
of Confederation erroneously as- 
sumed that expenditure would be 
proportional 'to population. 



'pHE National Conference Com- 
mission on "Canada's Foreign 
Policy" will continue with its third 
meeting since the Local Student 
Conference, on Friday, December 3 
in Strathcona Hall at 5.00 o'clock.

Renn Analyses 
Spanish Revolt 

"The War in Spain" will be the 
subject of Mr. Ludwlg Renri's talk 
for the Social Problems Club on 
Saturday from 12 to 1 p.m. in Room 
44 of the lArts Building. Mr. Renn's 
life is a romantic one lived in ex- 
citing, times. He was born Baron 
Arnold Freidrlch . Veith von Gols- 
senau .but writes under the pen 
name of Ludwig Renn. Mr. Renn 
enlisted in thç German army and 
after seehig action on the Western 
Front, was promoted from the rank 
of officer in the Kaiser's Grena- 
diers Guards to that of captain. 
Following the revolution in Ger- 
many he joined the police force and 
during this time he started writing 
his reminiscences. These included 
"War" and "After War." Shortly 
after this he was thrown into a 
concentration camp as a suspect in 
the Reichstag, fke calamity. Re- 
léased after two years of imprison- 
ment ho escaped from Germany to 
Switzerland and wrote an anti- 
Nazi book "Death Without Battle." 

When civil war broke out in 
Spain, Renn enrolled in the Inter- 
national Brigade and became, chief 
of staff. Since then Mr. Renn has 
been touring the United States as 
a lecturer. 

Dr. Herman Walter former head 
of the German Department at this 
Uhiverisity will introducé the speak 
er and the Spanish Consul will also 
be present. Mayor Raynault's talk 
which was scheduled for this com 
ing Monday has been postponed— 
the new date to be announced in 
the near future.

Black Night

JT was cold. Yes, èven in mid August, it 
was cold at Maligne Lake. Situated in 
the Northern half of Jasper National Park, 
Maligne could be a fisherman's paradise or 
his despair. Now for a week the sun was 
lost behind leadèn clouds, and the icy wind 
chilled by glacial snows, whipped the lake 
with uûgoverAable fury. No trout w.ould 
rise to the fly undèr these conditions. 
Maligne ^the treacherous was living up to 
the name. One idea dominated the. mind, 
escape. To escape from these snow -clad 
mountains, overpoweringi'y immense and to 
seek warmth and sunshine. Yés, go now 
while there is yet time. Soon the big snows 
will come* burying this land and all therè 
is in it; man 'will struggle for a time, then 
be swallowed up— lost forever. This 
thought completely oapturèd my imagin- 
ation; I could not shake it from my mind; 
any action was better than inaction. Why 
wait 'till morning; sleèp another night in 
this solitude? Never! What matter if the 
night be dark, I will be moving onward, 
step by step, wearied perhaps, yet ever 
heading in the right direction. Morning 
would see it throiigh, "time and the hour 
runs through thé roughest day", hadn't 
Shakespeare put it .like that? Thus I 
decided to sleep no more on a wind-swept 
beach, but to go. 

With mixed fëelings I shouldéred my 
pack and started the long twenty-five miles 
of mouritain trail separating me from the 
land of men. What a relief it would be to 
hear thè hum of voices and mingle with a 
crôwd; to lie between white sheets at night 
and eat a full course meal again. Yét 
achieving thèse would be no easy matter; 
the going would bè steep; the way long and 
difficult to follow; fear would raise h|s 
head, for there are grisly bearskin these 
hills. 

Thè yellow beam of a flashlight pierc- 
ing the darkness gave a fearful aspect to 
each irregularity in the trail. Was this the 
path? It was in no way familiar; now the 
river was scarcely audible, and coming in 
I had followed it closely all the way from 
Medicine to Maligne Lake. Could it be 
Ï had taken a wfong branch and was fol- 
lowing a deer trail high into the mountains? 
It was hard going, it w^s steep. With the 
head line from thè pack across my brow, it 
was like béing in harness. Eyes fixed on 
the point of light immediatély in front, I 
ploddëd forward foot after foot, up, up, 
slowly, rhythmically, not daring to stop. 
If this ascent did not end soon I would be 
in snow; remembering two days ago, caught 
in a blizzard, high on Opal Peak, I shivered. 
This must be the trail; it must be. Why 
should I wander about- these mountains to 
diêyof éxhaustion and hunger? I won't 
have it! Damn it, I won't! Panic pos- 
sessed me, up, up, slowly now, stopping for 
breath beforè tackling each uneven ascent 
directly ahead. The twènty pound pack 
fèlt like a hundred weight and I- had to lean 
far forward, hands clasped behind the back 
supporting it from thè rear to keep balance. 
Why should this happen to me? I won't 
gèt lost. Curse it I won't! Just follow 
the river, and I'll be all right. Can I still 
hear it? Yes, very faintly, far over to the 
left, but the trail goes on and up, ever up. 
Can this be the way? I daren't leave it 
and head through that tangled forest of 
young Jack Pine, and Spruce. I'd never 
make it, never! At last the trail turned 
left and heading down hill, the muffled roar 
of the river restored my self control. All 
would yet be well. 

How long had I been^^.walking? . I 
could not tell. I must beinëàring Medicine 
Lake, surely I had walked the greater part 
of those ten miles separating Maligne and 
Medicine. My watch said eleven-fifteen, 
and I had left at eight. Almost an hour 
before I'd rôach the lake! Yes, that would 
be about right; here was the big bend 
where I lost that two pound trout on the 
way in; well it felt like two pounds the way 
it fought; what does the weight matter, it 
was a beauty. I'll rest when I get to 
Médicine. Mèdiciiie Lake,' that is the one 
that drops as much as a foot a day. Queer 
thing the water running out of holès in the 
bottom. Pity too if the glacier streams 
could not keep it filled, for it is beautifully 
.located I remembered. Five miles of 
emèfàld green water; oh, those will be a 
hard five miles tonight. 

The roar was deafening; good, those 
will be the rapids where MaHgne River 
flows into Medicine Lake. Hère I can rest, 
perhaps sleep. Dropping I lay still. It 
was a relief to relax, the weight of the pack 



gone. It was too cold to slèép but I was 
too tiréd to move. I imagined myself high 
above, viewing the universe; how small the 
earth appeared, a mere pin point in space, 
and I infinitely small, hopelessly lost there, 
A coma enveloped me in which I sensed 
extreme discomfort, yet was unable to re- 
lieve it. At last I thought clearly; 
stretched, how cold and cramped I was. 
Every muscle was stiff ; how could I move? 
Yet I must; I must get warm, coax these 
legs into action again. Sle^ was im- 
possible; I must keep moving; keep in 
motion no matter how slowly as long as I 
headed in the right direction. I went over 
the rest of the route mentally. Five miles 
to the far end of Medicine Lake, there I'd 
get on a sort of road, the going would be 
good from there on, it would be getting 
light. Only nine miles along this road and 
I'd find a camp at Maligne Canyon, Here 
there would bé life; if I kept going I shoul(J 
make it in time for breakfast, if my legs 
held out. 

It was more difficult going now. My 
flashlight was béginning to fail; I only 
dared use it at intervals when it was abso- 
lutely necessary. Just a flash to give me 
a line on a tree ahead, then I'd stumble 
towards it. Another flash, then a score 
more steps in the darkness. God! Is it a 
Grisly! Dear God don't let it be! It's not 
fair; this is a sanctuary, we can't carry 
guns here; I'm helpless! God you can't 'let 
him kill mel The crashing of underbrush 
was terrifie; I could not move, A dark 
form towered above me, then with a 
thunderous crash, re-echoing bétween the 
walls of rock,' it plunged down the side hill 
into the lake. I had startled a moose 
sleeping beside the trail, and it had instinc- 
tively made for water. There he was, his 
fine head just visible as he struck out for 
the opposite shore. I breathèd again. 

At last a ghostly light gradually was 
replacing the inky darkness; and there was 
thè curving end of Medicine Lake, strewn 
with huge boulders. Working my way 
painfully betwéen these, I came to the 
deserted road as the sun touched the 
.highest peali«with rose. But it was still 
cold and the last five miles were more tir 
ing than I had expected, I would build a 
fire and eat before attempting the last push. 

The sun climbed higher as I warmec 
my hands over the flames. It was light 
now; the birds were singing and with my 
^back against a log drawn close to the fire 
I did not care how long I stayed. Only 
nine more miles of easy walking, why, I 
could do that in four hours and I had the 
whole day if I liked. This is as good as 
being there. It's warm and comfortable, 
the birds arc singing, all's well with the 
worid; but I'm tired, I'll sleep before 
starting on. There is time. I'll sleep.

The howling wind wakened me. I 
groanéd, for I was hauBted by a wind 
swept beach and Maligne's wild raging, 
facing the long trail home.

•pHE excitement over the recent 
Army-Navy game prompts a 
description of the inner workhigs 
of the naval Academy at Anna- 
polls. Various motion pictures like 
Midshipman Jack, Annapolis Fare- 
well, Shipmates Forever, and Hold 
'Em Navy have given a romantic 
picture of naval life. Only one 
who has been a mid'n, however, 
can depict life at Annapolis as it 
really is. 

Admission to the Academy Is 
very limited and by appointment 
only. Each Congressman in the 
House is allowed three appoint- 
ments, for which • competitive ex- 
aminations are held. 

Of the thousands of young men 
seeking entrance each year, about 
a thousand survive these prelim- 
inaries. The candidates who are 
successful must take the Naval 
Academy Entrance Examinations 
and further fatalities result. The 
survivors are ordered to report to' 
the Academy for physical examina- 
tion. The case Is here, again, the 
survival of the fittest, about 800 
finally being swdrn in as new mid- 
shipmen or "plebes," These Insigni- 
ficant beings draw all of their 
equipment from the midshipman's 
store and carry It to their rooms 
where it is stowed away, in a very 
special manner. In an oak cabinet. 
The plebe then has his head clipped, 
a mark of distinction, and shifts to 
his new uniform. 

The summer months, or "plebe 
summer," are devoted to practical 
work in Infantry and boat drills, 
gymnastics, rifle range, etc. 

Acadenjic year soon rolls around 
and upper-classmen return i!rom 
September leave, the first of Oc 
tober. Sophomores are called 
"youngsters"; juniors, "second class- 
men," and seniors are "first class- 
men." They are lords of all they 
survey and consider the plebe as a 
mere worm. He must walk down 
the centre of the corridors, turn 
square corners, double time to all 
formations, call everyone ;'Sir," and 
do as every superior tells him. It 
is no easy matter for plebes to keep 
off the report for such items as 
"shoes not shined," "unmilitary 
conduct," "late formation," "neglect 
of duty," ad infinitum. This entails 
extra duty in the form of toting a 
rifle during recreation period, in 
addition to demerits, a certain num- 
ber of which are allowed each 
year. If a midshipman exceeds this 
number he is dismissed. 

Reveille is at 6.15 a.m. Formation 
"busts" at 6.40, whereupon the reg- 
iment falls Into ranks, all mid'n 
neatly shaved, shoes brilliantly pol- 
ished, clothes pressed and clean. 
Morning orders are read, all mid- 
shipmen are Inspected, then all 
march to breakfast which is over 
at 7.15. In the mess hall "plebes" 
must sit upright on two Inches of 
chair, and answer any and all ques- 
tions from upperclassmen, "I don't 
know" is not permitted and some 
answer must be given, 'Much fri- 
volity occurs and If a "plebe" laughs 
at a classmate he may be ordered 
to get under the table and do as 
many as 40 "stoopfulls" or "push- 
ups" which .means getting on the 
floor and pushing one's self up by 
the arms with the body prone to 
the deck. 

Mess-time is the scene of much 
frivolity with "plebes" being com- 
pelled to sing solos, call hogs, or 
perhaps attract the attention of 
some particular midshipman thiree 
or four tables distant. This is quite 
an accomplishment in the din of 
scurrying "mokes" and clattering 
dishes. If plebes don't know the 
answers, to questions asked, by the 
next meal time, they may be com- 
pellel to finish the meal under the 
table, or be asked to report to the 
upper classmen's room, where ab- 



solution is attained by ^nore ex- 
treme measures. 

After brealcfast midshipmen 
sweep, dust, clean their rooms, and 
make up their beds. Classes start 
at eight .and continue until 12:40. 

The march to classes, which 
continues to 12:40, starts at 8:00 
a.m. Section leaders have charge 
of about fourteen men and are 
responsible for mustering and re- 
porting absentees' to instructors, 
along with conducting their section 
in a military manner. If midship- 
men in a certain section are caught 
talking In ranks by superiors, their 
names are reported to the battalion 
office. Should a section leader fail 
to report his classmates, he would 
be charged with neglect of duty, 
a serious offence. 

Every midshipman recites in each 
subject and receives a mark daily; 
unlike other college students they 
must know their work every day 
or face dismissal. 

Drill, is held in the afternoon 
from 3:50-4:30, All are released 
until dinner formation at 6:40, ex- 
cept those having extra duty to 
perform. This Interval is devoted 
to diversified recreational activities. 
Supper Is over at 7:15 and study 
period begins at 7:55 and is re- 
leased at 10:05. Then, at 10:15 come 
the beautiful notes of taps, at the 
conclusion of which midshipmen 
are required to be in their beds. 
The watch squad turns off the 
lights in every room and receive 
the reports of, "all turned in. Six." 

A hop takes place every Saturday 
and nearly every evening during 
June Week, when the first class 
graduates and the plebes become 
youngsters— a big event In the life 
of every plebe. 

The months from June-August 
are spent on the practice cruise, 
usually on battleships. The ports 
visited usually ,glve a series of 
dinners, dances and entertainments 
for the embryo naval officers dur- 
ing their stay. Leave is granted 
during September to midshipmen 
except the 4th class, unless the loss 
of such leave has been incurred 
as a result of misconduct, or de- 
ficiency in scholastic or physical 
trahiing. When September leave is 
over, the upperclassmen return to 
the academy to greet the new 
plebes and to start the new 
academic year,

CQM?ULSORt COURSES. 

Emphatic denunciation and other 
elaborations on the negative greet- 
ed the inquiry on compulsory Latin 
and Greek courses. One student 
states that the necessity of taking 
Latin in First-Year Arts drove him 
to. Science. lie says: "I have now 
taken eight Geology courses and six 
Chemistry courses and I don't give 
a damn for either of them." 

Questions on the selection of 
courses showed that students come 
to college .with definite aims in view 
and,,;àat'; v the « présent / ftrst-year 
coirrses ue a siûtable basis for cor. 
tinuation in either general or spe- 
cialized lines. 

The Commission stated that it 
considered the criticism, remarks 
and suggestions were the most Im- 
portant part of the whole survey, 
The complete results have not yet 
been compiledi but a few of the 
main are cited here. In Arts, cur- 
rént events, changes in the Depart- 
niéht of Education, and vocational 
guidance and aptitude tests, were 
requested. There were also those 
who demanded free beer in Ger- 
man 4 and wine in French 16. The 
chief complaint ^rom science was a 



lack of system in the method of 
lecture delivery. It was proposed 
that some means should be pro- 
vided the students whereby they 
could piit their suggested improve- 
ments into effect 

The meeting was favoured by the 
presence of Dean HendeL At fu- 
ture meetings ways and means of 
introducing these proposals will be 
discussed.

SURVEY REFUTES TUNIS? 
DEPRESSING EVIDENCE

Refuting the "depressing" evi- 
dence of John R. Tunis' book, "Was 
College Worth While?" a study of 
the graduates of the class ^oti'll. of 
the School of Commerce, Accounts 
and Finance of New York Univer- 
sity, reveals the answer to be an 
emphatic "Yes." 

Based, Uke the Tunis book, on 
graduates of 25 years ago, the 
School of Commerce survey.' showed 



that, out of 48 reportiiog, only one | 
is unemployed. 

Of the others, 17 are accountants, | 
ten are in banking and ten are I 
executives in manufacturing and 
mercantUe enterprises. Other oc-l 
cupations include public service! 
commissioner, bank examiner, in- 
surance, real estate, pubUshing, | 
transportation, foreign trade, sales- 
man, lawyer and teacher. 

The earnings of the group have I 
been considerably greater than the | 
average for the population and con- 
siderably greater than those of any 
comparable groups of college gradu- 
ates of which the tovestigators had 
knowledge. The average income in 
1911 was $1,822 and in 1936, $11,440. 

In tabulating other than economic 
factors, the report showed that 43 
out of the 48 are married. This is 
said to be nine per cent above the 
average. No divorce is reported, 
compared with seven per cent 
among Harvard men, four per cent 
at Yale and six per cent among 
Princeton graduates of the same 
year.— Vermont C^nic
